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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The substitute specification filed July 25, 2004 has been approved for entry. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-92 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest a projection lens having a system 
diaphragm in a region of a last bulge on an image side having the recited numerical 
aperture, recited image field diameter, the recited pupil plane, a lens group of negative 
refractive power at each waist, a lens group of positive power at each bulge and where 
at least three positive lenses of the lens group of the third bulge are arranged before the 
pupil plane (independent claim 19). The prior art does not teach or suggest a projection 
lens having a system diaphragm in a region of a last bulge on an image side having the 
recited numerical aperture, recited image field diameter, the recited telecentricity 
deviation, a lens group of negative refractive power at each waist, a lens group of 
positive power at each bulge and where at least three positive lenses of the lens group 
of the third bulge are arranged before the pupil plane (independent claim 30). The prior 
art does not teach or suggest a projection lens having a system diaphragm in a region 
of a last bulge on an image side having the recited numerical aperture, recited image 
field diameter, a tangential image dishing of a pupil image in a diaphragm space 
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corrected to less than 20 mm, a lens group of negative refractive power at each waist, a 
lens group of positive power at each bulge and where at least three positive lenses of 
the lens group of the third bulge are arranged before the pupil plane (independent claim 
42). The prior art does not teach or suggest a projection lens having a system 
diaphragm in a region of a last bulge on an image side having the recited numerical 
aperture, the recited pupil plane, where a lens with an aspheric surface is arranged 
before a first waist (independent claim 54). The prior art does not teach or suggest a 
projection lens having a system diaphragm in a region of a last bulge on an image side 
having the recited numerical aperture, the recited image field diameter, the recited 
telecentricity deviation, where a lens with an aspheric surface is arranged before a first 
waist (independent claim 67).
